7 Chestnut Street is half of a wood frame double house built ¢ 1827 for Deacon John Stone by William 
Lummus, carpenter. It was built as an investment by Stone, and Number 7 was first occupied by Rev. 
W.R. Babcock. 

The present entry and bay window, as well as a dining room ell, were added after 1858. Other additions 
have followed. 

The 1981 discovery of a ‘hidden room’ under the sidewalk led to speculation that the house once served 
as a ‘station’ of the Underground Railroad. Recent research by Historic Salem Inc. has shown that the room 
was a coal hole or bunker dug in 1858. 

In 1839 the house was advertised in the Salem Gazette as being “in fine condition, furnished throughout 
in modern style.” We hope visitors to 7 Chestnut Street in 1984 will be impressed with its fine and sensitive 
preservation.

A CHINESE EXPORT 
GOLD SNUFF BOX 
RETURNS TO SALEM

When friends in a well-known New York auction house call- 
ed my attention to a Chinese export gold snuff box last May, 
thinking that it might be an appropriate addition to the 
Peabody Museum’s collection, I fell in love with it at first 
sight. The box is truly stunning. Made of richly decorated red 
gold, under a strong light it blazes like a tiny sun. It is also 
rare: in the last twenty years, | have seen only three other 
Chinese export gold objects. I found it astonishingly heavy 
and examination confirmed that the goldsmith had, as was 
also usual with silver boxes, used a double thickness of metal, 
making the sides of the box almost one-sixteenth of an inch 
thick. 

Unlike most Chinese export snuff boxes, which are 
usually made entirely of metal, this box has a lid and bottom 
made of maroon-colored lace agates, both of which were 
selected with an eye for their rare markings. In the stone that 
forms the cover, dramatic black intrusions surrounded by 
pale blue striations, suggest a Chinese painting of a mountain 
rising out of the mist (Fig. 1). The bottom stone is speckled 
with pale blue intrusions.! Both top and bottom agates are set 
in a plain bezel framed by a quarter-inch border of chased 
grapevine leaves — beautifully detailed — which is a tradi- 
tional Chinese design also found on export porcelain of the 
period 1810 to 1835.2 This helps to date the box, as do the 
repousse figure-and-landscape scenes on all four sides each 
framed with a chased “rope” border, which are of the same 
period. An integral hinge comprised of cylinders soldered 
alternately along the back edge of the box and its cover, held 
in place by a steel pin, further attests to the maker’s skill 

The box is so dazzling that it was several minutes before I 
noticed the maker’s mark “P” on the front flange of the cover, 
and the inscription “TRC/to/JRL” engraved on the inside of 
the cover. 
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In the eye of the enthusiastic connoisseur, any snuff 
box reflects a fascinating aspect of the history of nicotine 
consumption. 

The first Westerners to discover tobacco were, of 
course, the Spanish explorers of the New World, members 
of Columbus’ crew having observed the use of tobacco in 
the West Indies. Later explorers noted that whereas the 
Aztecs set fire to tobacco and then smoked it in a pipe, the 
Incas powdered theirs and inhaled it through their nostrils.? 

The first tobacco plants are thought to have been 
brought to Portugal from Brazil in 1548. The Portuguese in- 
troduced tobacco into China after they acquired Macao in 
1557. From Portugal, tobacco was introduced some time be- 
tween 1565 and 1571 to Spain which then became the 
leading supplier for Europe throughout the 16th century. 

When tobacco was first introduced into Europe, it was 
thought to be a panacea. Its increasing use for pleasure 
brought strong opposition from leaders of both church and 
state who abhorred its connection with “heathen” rituals. 
James I, in his Counterblaste to Tobacco (1604), generally con- 
sidered an attack against Sir Walter Raleigh who had 
popularized smoking in England, railed against it as 


. a custome loathsome to the eye, hatefull to the 
nose, harmefull to the braine, dangerous to the lungs, 
and in the black stinking fume thereof, nearest re- 
sembling the horrible Stigian smoake of the pit that 
is bottomlesse.4 


In 1602, John Rolfe introduced West Indian tobacco into 
Virginia; it soon became a profitable export, for by 1619 
England was importing her main supply from Virginia rather 
than Spain. From the end of the 17th century until about 
1830, snuff remained the preferred form of tobacco both in 
Europe and in China.? 


The use of tobacco, like that of tea, spread from the 
palace to the cottage. In China, the emperor K’ang Hsi 
(1662-1722), popularized it at court. With the death in 1715 of 
Louis XIV, a strong opponent of tobacco, snuff became fash- 
ionable at the French court. By the mid-18th century snuffing 
had developed thoughout Europe into an important social 
grace, almost an art form, to which the French gave the name 
L’exercise de la tabatiere, and snuff boxes became part of a 
gentleman’s costume. The “little formal ballet of hands and 
fingers,” which the accomplished snuffer managed so expertly 
could be acquired by gentlemen at special schools much as 
ladies received instruction in the use of the fan.°® 

The need for snuff containers created a new art form in 
both China and the West. In China, the snuff container 
evolved from the traditional form of the medicine bottle with 
a spoon attached to the stopper. In the West, the container 
evolved into countless elaborations of the box form. Peking 
and Paris became the centers of manufacture of the most 
elegant containers. The finest gold boxes were those made in 
Paris during the reign of Louis XV (1715-1774). But by 1850 
snuffing had gone out of style and the snuff box became an 
object of curiosity chiefly for collectors.’ 

Both in China and the West, snuff containers were con- 
sidered appropriate gifts to be exchanged by heads of state or 
given by royalty to a favorite. Snuff boxes to the value of 
nearly £15,000 were generally given to secretaries of state 
and foreign ministers at the signing of treaties in the early 
19th century. At the conclusion of the Congress of Vienna in 
1815, for example, Viscount Castlereagh, the British 
negotiator, was presented with twenty-two diamond-set gold 
boxes.® 

Snuff boxes were also considered an acceptable token of 
friendship. At Canton Chinese silver snuff boxes were given 
as presents and offered as prizes for raffles and various games.” 

European snuff boxes, like their counterparts in China, 
were manufactured from almost every conceivable material. 
In the West, these included gold and silver, used alone or in 
combination with other materials; base metals, such as iron, 
pewter, and brass; natural materials such as leather, wood, 
horn, mother-of-pearl, amber, tortoiseshell; and hardstones 
such as agate and malachite. The use of stones, usually 
striated agates, mounted in lids became popular in England in 
the 1760’s.!° This English tradition probably inspired the 
Peabody Museum’s box. 

The fascination of the gold snuff box continues unabated 
among collectors today. This is partly because of the intrigu- 
ing nature of miniature objects which display a tour de force 
of workmanship on a small scale. And partly it is because, as 
one collector puts it, gold snuff boxes are among the most 
lovely and enchanting objects made by human hands. If the 
identity of their owners is known they also have the power to 
evoke the memory of those who handled them. They can be, 
in Sir Sacheverell Sitwell’s words, “little personal things of 
ghostly evocation.”!! 

Happily, through the generosity of an anonymous 
donor, the Peabody Museum was able to acquire the gold 
snuff box described above. 

The engraved inscription was a mystery that now 
demanded to be solved. If either the original donor or recipi- 
ent could be discovered, it might be possible to discover the 
circumstances surrounding the gift. It might also be possible 
to trace the history of the box from the time it left the 
goldsmith’s shop in Canton down to the present day. 


In addition to the clues provided by the engraved initials 
of donor and recipient, and by the approximate date sug- 
gested by the box itself, further information provided by the 
auction house indicated that the piece had belonged to an 
American. The first problem then was to discover if there 
were any Americans, with the initials TRC or JRL who had 
been at Canton between the years 1825 to 1835. Memory 
supplied a name to fit the second group of intials — that of 
John Richardson Latimer, a Philadelphian who figured prom- 
inently in the American China trade during these years. 

But what of the other initials? Here I had the assistance 
of a friend who had made a special study of Americans in 
China during this period. He suggested a name to fit the first 
group of initials, that of Thomas Richardson Colledge, a Scot 
who had served as assistant surgeon to the Honorable East 
India Company at Canton. Equally important, he pointed 
out that John Latimer was one of Colledge’s best friends. 
Although my friend had never come across any mention of 
the snuff box, he suggested some possible leads. 

What then could we find out about these two individuals 
who had been friends at Canton? Colledge’s biographical 
data was brief. Born in Scotland in 1796, he received his 
medical education at Edinburgh before taking up a position 
first as assistant, and then as senior surgeon to the Honorable 
East India Company. He is best remembered for having 
established a free clinic specializing in diseases of the eye for 
Chinese patients. Dr. Colledge had a strong, if indirect tie 
with Salem, for in 1833 he married a young Salem lady, Miss 
Caroline Matilda Shillaber, a friend of Harriet Low, whose 
entertaining “Journal” describes their wedding and other 
events during her stay at Macao. With the end of the 
Company’s China trade monopoly in 1834, Colledge was ap- 
pointed surgeon to the British Consulate, serving in that 
position until it was abolished in 1841. He and his wife then 
returned to England, where he developed a successful practise 
and was elected a Fellow of several medical and scientific 
societies in England and Scotland. He died in 1879 at the age 
of 83; his widow died the following year. 

College’s friend, John Richardson Latimer, had spent 
nearly twenty years on and off in China. By great good luck, 
almost all of his correspondence and accounts have been 
preserved, and I was able to track them down in various 
public archives.!* 

Latimer, born in 1793, was a fourth-generation member 
of a distinguished family that had settled in America in 1736. 
Some of his relatives had been engaged in overseas trade, in- 
cluding the China trade, and Latimer embarked on a similar 
career. 

During the first half of his twenty years in the China 
trade, Latimer made five trips to Canton as a super-cargo be- 
tween 1815 and 1823, establishing with various Philadelphia 
merchants a reputation for integrity and good judgment. 
Determined to earn enough capital to retire from business, he 
spent the last ten years from 1824 to 1834 as a resident com- 
mission merchant at Canton. Largely through selling Indian 
opium to the Chinese, he succeeded in acquiring a “com- 
petancy” of about $50,000 — enough to enable him to retire 
at the age of 40. 


Not one to waste time, if he could help it, Latimer ac- 
quired a small but elegant Philadelphia town house and, less 
than five weeks after his return from the East, married his 
sweetheart of fifteen years, Elizabeth Caldwell Kepple (or 
Keppele), daughter of a former mayor of Philadelphia. A few 
years later, in 1838, after investing his fortune wisely, Latimer 
moved back to the countryside he loved so well, purchasing a 
142-acre estate outside Wilmington, which he named 
“Latimeria.” Here he led the life of a country gentleman, serv- 
ing as Director of various Philadelphia companies in which he 
had invested, adding to his capital, and contributing both 
time and money to beneficent causes. 

Latimer’s letters, which are written in a lively and attrac- 
tive style, provide a few further clues concerning the snuff 
box. We learn, for example, that although he maintained his 
health throughout his ten years’ exile at Canton — an almost 
unheard of feat for a Westerner — his moderation in eating 
and drinking did not extend to tobacco. “I will try to quit 
tobacco altogether,” he wrote to his sister, “it is a vile habit, 
one which grows upon us here, almost every one smokes to 
excess.”!5 His repeated complaints concerning this addiction 
suggest that he would have regarded a snuff box as a singular- 
ly appropriate and acceptable gift. 

We also learn from his letters that Latimer served as 
groomsman to his friend Colledge at the latter’s wedding to 
Caroline Shillaber which took place on March 18, 1833. 
As the most experienced China hand in the wedding party, 
Latimer took responsibility for organizing the festivities, noting 
in a letter to his brother, that he had received the compliments 
of all concerned for his “masterly arrangements.” These includ- 
ed hiring at his own expense a “fine band of music” to play at 
the wedding breakfast for seventy guests. In all, he gave up ten 
days to attend daily parties that lasted for a week, returning to 
his desk at Canton “none the worse for the dissipation.”!® 
These heroic efforts on behalf of his friend Colledge might well 
have earned him a gold snuff box. 

Colledge became further indebted to Latimer when 
Latimer, upon leaving Canton, left his cow to Mrs. Colledge. 
He had requested this well-traveled animal be sent out by 
ship to provide milk to go with his favorite supper dish — 
peach pie.!? As the Colledges had several children before 
leaving China in 1841, the cow would have been much ap- 
preciated. Colledge might well have given him the snuff box 
in gratitude for the cow, or as a token of friendship when 
Latimer left Canton for good. Unfortunately, there was 
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nothing in the Latimer papers that led one to cry “Eureka! 
How helpful it would have been had Colledge attached a date 
to his inscription so that one could associate it with a specific 
event mentioned in the Latimer papers! 

That Latimer valued his snuff box dearly is indicated by 
the fact that it is included in a document written in his own 
hand toward the end of his life listing cherished personal ar- 
ticles to be given to friends and relatives after his death. He 
left his gold pocket watch, his “Cincinnati eagles” and his sea 
wash stand to various male relatives. His gold snuff box he 
left to James H. Blight, a Philadelphian friend whom he had 
known at Canton.!8 

Another significant link between Salem and this snuff 
box is Harriet Low, the intelligent and vivacious young lady 
who sailed for China with her aunt and uncle, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Henry Low, in the Salem ship Sumatra (Fig. 5). Har- 
riet Low, who spent four years as a companion to Mrs. Low 
at Macao, knew both Latimer and Colledge well and must 
have seen the snuff box on many occasions. In her 
remarkable and still largely unpublished “Journal,” written 
for her sister, this twenty-year old Salem lady evokes for us 
her circle of friends at Macao, which included Colledge, his 
wife, Caroline Shillaber and John Latimer, in word pictures 
as vivid as the sketches of her drawing teacher, the China 
coast artist, George Chinnery.!? 

On June 11, 1834, having set his affairs in order and said 
goodbye to his many friends, John Latimer left China. He 
chose to return to Philadelphia by way of Salem — hardly the 
most direct route — because of his confidence in the ship 
Sumatra of Salem, the same vessel which had brought the - 
Lows to China; and also because its commander, Captain 
Roundy, also of Salem, was “an old acquaintance and a very 
agreeable man who would do anything to make me comfort- 
able.””20 

One hundred twenty-four days later, on June 11, 1834, 
Latimer stepped ashore in Salem.*! Can there be any doubt 
that among the many articles that came ashore with him was 
his precious gold snuff box? Today, 150 years later, that same 
treasure with its many interesting associations has at long last 
returned to Salem.

On April 14, 1869, Commander Bushrod Bennett Taylor, 
U.S.N., received orders to take passage in a Pacific Mail 
Steamer (hereafter, P.M.S.S.) for the Asiatic Squadron 
and to take command of the store ship Idaho. Three weeks 
later, on May 5, Taylor bid farewell to his wife, Amelia 
Adeline — known in the family as “Minnie” — and their 10 
year old son, Bushrod Wilber, leaving his handsome home in 
Madison, Indiana for New York City. A 2-year adventure in 
the Far East was about to commence. 

Commander Taylor was born at Madison, Indiana on 
May 31, 1832. He joined the navy as an acting midshipman 
on April 3, 1849, and, through the good offices of Senator 
Jesse D. Bright, received an appointment to the Naval 
Academy. He did not graduate until 6 years later, having 
thrice been assigned sea duty and detached briefly for sick 
leave near the end of 1854. His midshipman’s papers were 
signed by Presidents Zachary Taylor (May 8, 1850) and 
Franklin Pierce June 13, 1855). While on leave in the spring 
of 1858, Lieutenant Taylor returned to Jefferson County, 
Indiana, where he married Amelia Adeline Wilber (1839- 
1934) on June 2. They settled down in a beautiful classical 
revival style mansion which had been in the Wilber family. 
Eight months after the wedding, on February 13, 1859, a son 
christened Bushrod Wilber was born, his father at sea aboard 
Release. 

After several additional tours of duty, Lieutenant Taylor 
was ordered to the Naval Academy as an instructor and was 
there when the facility was removed from Annapolis, Md. to 
Newport, R.I. with the outbreak of the Civil War. During the 
4-year conflict, Taylor saw active duty on the ships Connec- 
ticut and Cimmerone. Following his promotion to Lieutenant 
Commander by President Lincoln on February 23, 1863, he 
was assigned, first to Ticonderoga, flagship of the West India 
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Squadron, and then received command of his own vessel, 
Kanawha, in the Western Gulf Squadron, where he remained 
until the end of the war between the states. After an 8-month 
assignment at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, Taylor was 
ordered to the Naval Academy where he again served as an 
instructor and during which period he was commissioned 
Commander by President Johnson on March 24, 1868. He 
left Annapolis on March 22, 1869, following his detachment, 
and returned home briefly to Madison where he received 
orders to command Idaho of the Asiatic Squadron. 
Commander Taylor followed a circuitous route to his 
new assignment, going to New York where he boarded 
P.M.S.S. Alaska for Aspinwall (now Colon, Panama), cross- 
ing the isthmus by train, and then sailing from Panama City 
to Acapulco. From San Francisco where he embarked on 
P.M.S.S. China, Taylor sailed to Japan, arriving at Yokohama 
on June 27. Nine days later, he assumed command of U.S.S. 
Idaho at Nagasaki. His command was short-lived, for on 
September 21, she encountered a severe typhoon which car- 
ried away her timbers, stanchions, and bulwarks. Idaho was 
later condemned as unseaworthy and laid up at Yokohama, 
whereupon Taylor was assigned to Ashuelot, whose command 
he retained until his return to the States in June 1871. 
While stationed with the Asiatic Squadron, Commander 
Taylor acquired a number of historically significant China 
trade articles, the most important of which was a 158-piece 
dinner set in the Rose Medallion pattern, each piece of which 
was initialed BBT. Representative pieces from the service were 
presented to the Peabody Museum in the summer of 1983 by 
the widow of Taylor’s only grandson, including various 
plates, a cup and saucer, and a covered sauce or gravy tureen 
and underdish. In addition, the museum was also given the 
original bill of lading datelined Hong Kong, July 8, 1870, pro- 


viding among other things irrefutable evidence for the dating 
of this service which included: 
18 soup plates 
24 dinner plates 
24 dessert plates 
18 small dessert plates 
6 meat dishes 
1 fish dish 
2 gravy bowls 
1 soup tureen 
6 vegetable dishes 
1 salad bowl 
4 fruit dishes 
24 coffee cups with saucers 
2 cake dishes with stands 


The 7 meat and fish dishes are platters, and the 2 gravy bowls 
are usually referred to as sauce tureens. The total value of the 


set is given as $125, or an average of 79¢ per piece. The Taylor 
service is stylistically identical to the 1868-69 sets ordered by 
Captain Daniel Ammen of the Asiatic Squadron for himself 
and for the Ulysses Grant family (see my catalogue, The 
Canton Famille Rose Porcelains, p. 24). 


In addition to the dinner service, Taylor also purchased a 
wash set in the Medallion pattern and a number of serving 
pieces in the Mandarin pattern with the “bird-in-a-lantern” 
border motif. These pieces do not include initials. Some 
heavy silver flatware stamped on the undersides A‘ LOOK 
are monogrammed either MWT (Minnie Wilber Taylor) or 
BBT and were sent to Madison along with various pieces of 
furniture including a 2-part desk with brass fittings in the style 
of a campaign chest. Portraits of Commander Taylor and his 
wife were also painted in Canton, copied almost certainly 
from the photographs illustrated here which depict the 
Taylors during the mid-1860s. 
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From the standpoint of rarity, the single most remark- 
able item brought back from the Far East by Taylor was a 
carved wooden plaque depicting a gilded American eagle 
with colored flags and banner above and patriotic shield 
below. The eagle is framed by an outer border depicting 
Chinese figures at various pursuits in 4 vignettes and flowering 
branches and an inner border of scrolling foliage. On the 
reverse side of the plaque is a scrap of paper in an unidentified 
hand reading, “Carved at Tientsin China 1870 for Capts 
Dingey, while in command of Ashuelot 1869 to 1871.” Accord- 
ing to Commander Taylor’s family bible, which he used as a 
diary while stationed in the Orient, the Ashuelot anchored at 
Tientsin on July 27, 1870 and did not sail from the Chinese 
port until the following April 17. This rare carving, together 
with examples of the China trade silver flatware, has also been 
donated to the Peabody. 
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Upon his return to the United States, Commander 
Taylor spent several months at Madison before his appoint- 
ments in turn to the Philadelphia Navy Yard early in 1872, to 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks at Washington, D.C. between 
1872 and 1874, and to the Boston Navy Yard from 1876 to 
1879. On April 22, 1883, Captain Taylor died in Washington 
“while attached to the U.S.R.S. Franklin” of cirrhosis of the 


liver. 


The brief story of Bushrod Bennett Taylor’s assignment 
to the Asiatié Squadron adds another footnote to the history 
of the American China trade during the third quarter of the 
19th century. An important initialled porcelain service with 
bill of lading has come to light, not to mention examples of 
silverware with a heretofore unrecorded maker’s stamp. Un- 
doubtedly, Commander Taylor acquired other trade items, 
like the Dingey plaque, which are now forgotten or lost. 
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Amelia Adeline Wilber (1839-1934), Madison, Indiana, 


who married Lieutenant Taylor in 1858.

Of all the exotic sights that confronted the Western trader on 
his first trip to Canton, nothing impressed or surprised him 
more than the extraordinary, strange river traffic he was to 
observe from Macao to Canton. The following is a descrip- 
tion of that river life and the different types of vessels, taken 
from accounts by Osmond Tiffany (The Canton Chinese, or the 
Americans Sojurn in the Celestial Empire, Boston, 1849) and C. 
Toogood Downing (The Fan Qui in China 1836-37, London, 
1838). When these vivid descriptions are compared with con- 
temporary paintings, watercolors and pith paper prints, and 
with models in the Peabody Museum’s collections, one can 
identify the many types of vessels always depicted in the 
foreground of the 19th century port paintings. 

The descriptions should provide an interesting overview 
of Chinese shipping and river life in the Western trade areas. 
“Nothing strikes the stranger with more astonishment on his 
first visit to China than the almost endless variety of craft 
which is seen upon the river,” says Downing. This thought is 
repeated by Tiffany: “There is no spectacle in the world more 
wonderful to a stranger’s eye than the river population of the 
Celestial Empire.” 

Tiffany’s interest in the vessels is exceeded by greater 
fascination with their occupants. 

In almost all countries population is confined 

for the most part to the Shore. But it is no fiction 

to say that in China there are millions who, from 

the hour of birth to that of their death, have their 

only homes upon the waters, dwelling to some frail 

bark just big enough to breathe in. 

Downing’s descriptions of a people who live upon the 
water could as well describe today’s water population at 
Aberdeen in Hong Kong; “Born of the water they consider it 
their natural home; they resort to the land as others do to the 
water.” Speaking of children swimming about the boats and 
tiny infants crawling on the decks, Downing mentions in- 
genious waterwings for young non-swimmers. 


A light wooden affair, sometimes a gourd as 
large as a bladder, made air tight, and painted with 
rings of green and red is fastened . . . [to] the shoul- 
ders of the new born infant, which the child wears 
until it is able to take care of itself. 


All these boats, says Tiffany, 

are densely packed with human beings in every 
stage of life, in almost every occupation that exists 
upon the shore that they seldom trespass on; and 
there they are born, and earn their scanty bread, 
and there they die. 

Beginning with descriptions of the smallest and meanest 
vessels the Chinese lived on, Downing cannot quite believe 
the sampans were used as residences. 

so miserably small and wretchedly provided 
that it might be a fair matter of opinion whether 
Diogenes’ tub would not be preferable . . . The in- 
habitant may very fairly be likened to a snail who 
is obliged to move his whole house with him. 

The sampans used for transportation were portrayed in 
hundreds of drawings by the English expatriate George Chin- 
nery, who was captivated by their female inhabitants, the 
Tanka boat girls. 

At all points along the banks the ready sam- 
pans wait obedient to the nod of the passenger 
[reports Tiffany]. And as this class of boats forms 
no small portion of the floating throng .. . go to 
the bottom of the American Garden [Canton] and 
at the foot of those granite steps . . . you will find 
several young women squatting leisurely but ready 
to be brisk enough on the first call for a sampan. 

I have likened these boats to a child’s cradle, and 

under the wicker roof stands the female at the scull, 

to whirl her boat wherever you may bid. The nar- 

row boat is her home. She is aroused early, but 

forthwith scours out her sleeping and dressing 


room, parlour, dining room, library, kitchen and 
church all in one .. . When [a passenger] comes 
along, she grasps the . . . scull with one hand, 
beckons with the other, and screams out lustily in 
mingled Chinese and English that hers is the only 
safe and swift boat on the river, and that all the 
others are no good. 

Downing described the sampans of the barbers as being 
about ten feet long with the center of gravity aft, so the craft 
appeared raised out of the water. A heavy stone was often 
placed in the bow to counterbalance. The sampans were flat- 
bottomed and turned with alacrity. They were moved with a 
paddle used also as rudder with each stroke, while the larger 
boats belonging to the copradores and washer girls used oar 
and scull. The scull was worked over the stern and was held 
in place by an iron socket on a spike. The man at the bow 
worked an oar, which lay back along the side of the boat 
when not in use. 

The floating population of Canton was estimated at 
about 40,000 boats at mid 19th century. That there was any 
order at all to passage on the river was a source of amaze- 
ment. Tiffany implies the river was as well organized as 
today’s interstate highways. 

Indeed, the river navigation of China is the 
most perfect in the world. The great law of neces- 
sity has taught these people not only to live on just 
next to nothing, but also to manage their craft with 
the most wonderful ease, avoiding accidents from 
collisions or upsetting and, in the face of adverse 
tides half the time, with a single long . . . dexterous 
scull, to thread the narrowest passages, to leave a 
hair’s breadth . . . between the surrounding boats 
even when ... at full speed, and to whirl around 
at the sharpest angle to avoid a junk under full 
sail, or a canoe just even with the waters edge. 

The larger Chinese vessels, other than the oceangoing 
junks, that a Western trader encountered were those of the 
officials hovering about the Whampoa anchorage to regulate 
the trade with the West. On arrival at Whampoa, the foreign 
vessel was confronted with the Hoppo or customs official, the 
Clerks, and the Linguists. (The officials were preceded only 
by the washerwomen, who tied up astern for the duration of 
the stay, to do wash and other less honorable deeds.) The 
French engraving and the painting of the ship Henry Tuke 
depict the situation described by Downing: 

Jack Hoppo ... is the owner of the boat always 
hanging on astern containing that very important 
personage that you see looking out of the windows 
... whose duty it is to see that no smuggling takes 
place within his beat. The Hoppo’s boat had a 
house in the center with a walk around... like the 
Linguist’s boat but shorter . . . It was painted a 
pale yellow with the panels and windows brown. 
The roof had a large shedlike structure . . . to pro- 
tect against the elements . . . The Linguist’s boat 
comes down first from Canton and takes its station 
alongside the starboard quarter (the Hoppo being at 
the stern). It is a large roomy house of . . . checkered 
brown and yellow . . . plain and simple but substan- 
tial in its structure, somewhat similar to the office of 

. a wealthy merchant. 

The third type of vessel hovering around the Fanqui ship 
would be the Clerk’s or purser’s, which resembled according 
to Downing the flower boats so often represented in China 
trade paintings and ivory models. 


The most beautiful on the river, highly orna- 
mented with green lattice work and carving, with 
ranges of flowerpots on the roof. The clerk boats are 
average specimens of the floating houses of the 
Chinese gentry . . . the hull is large and broad, with 
the whole outside decked over, and extending some 
little distance beyond it over the water. The stern 
projects upwards behind as usual, with a rail all 
round it to prevent anything falling overboard. The 
apartments are built along the centre of the boat 
leaving the projecting part free as a gangway all 
around . . . The building commences about a third 
of the length .. . from the head . . . built in a square, 
neat manner to near the stern where it terminates 
abruptly as in front . . . on looking at it ahead you 
see a perfect square, and at the sides a parallelogram. 
The vacant platform in front serves as a kind of lob- 
by to the principal entrance . . . and is the place two 
rowers sit when the house is put in motion. 
Downing’s description implies he was invited on board, 


and provides an excellent account of what vessels of men of 


this rank were like. 
The roof. . . flat and painted of a black color has 
rows of pots containing flowers and evergreens . 


arranged along the sides . . . a small mast is made to 
slip occasionally in the fore part of the centre 
building. Descending . . . and passing backwards, we 


observe the side of the house divided into three or 
four parts by ornamental stanchions, between every 
two of which a window ... is cut. . . to give light 
and air to separate apartments within. To this neat 
and shapely exterior a very high degree of finish is 
given. The whole side is ornamented with minute 

and projecting carving work, and painted of a 

beautiful light green . . . the edges and corners are 

tipped with white and gold. Lattice-work almost 
hides the front . The door is frequently or- 

namented with a small veranda... . 

Within we find every comfort and even luxury . 

. . upon entering the front door you find yourself in 

the master’s bedroom, well stuffed couches 

against the side on either hand, laid fore and aft. 

Beyond the sleeping room and in the centre of the 

vessel the parlous is located. Seats and arm chairs are 

arranged on each side of the windows . . . tables in 
different corners . . . are covered with curiosities and 
antique porcelain. Drawings and sketches are fasten- 

ed against the wall, in general without any frame or 

covering. 

The chop, or cargo boats, are among the most often 
depicted in China Trade paintings and are readily identified. 
A description by Downing of a number unloading a ship at 
Whampoa accurately defines a vessel all-important to the 
transportation of goods: 

Three or four . . . even five cargo boats are lash- 

ed outside the other . . . opposite the gangway .. . 

The chop then is a large boat with one mat sail. . . 

its office merely that of a lighter, no useless ornament 

is thrown away upon it. . . altogether as brown as 

the materials it is made of. 

The chop boats were under the surveillance of the clerk's 
boat. The one great mat sail was crossed with large bamboo 
poles across the mast, which made the sail hang loosely and 
giving (according to Downing) a wonderful pattern of lights 
and darks in the sun. The chop’s hull was very large, low for- 
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ward and raised aft with a tentlike sun shelter on the poop. A 
gangway ran all around the storage compartments which 
resembled half a large brown cylinder on its side. The open- 
ings in this were through large ports, usually three per side, 
cut through the cylinder’s sides and clearly depicted in 
numerous port paintings, pith papers and prints. The 
boatkeeps and their families lived aft, the only place not used 
for storage. 

Freight boats took up a great part of the river and Tiffany 
relates that smaller vessels beat a hasty retreat from their 
path: 

The freight boats are heavy, clumsy leviathans, 
stowing good things away in capacious recesses . . . if 
it be calm, they are propelled with becoming gravity 
along the stream by the crew, who walk five or six 
together on the planks at either side, pushing with 
long bamboo poles against the river’s bottom. 

The western trader’s means of transportation from 
Whampoa Anchorage to Canton was either by a dollar boat 
or small western cutter, the latter a little craft with a 
triangular sail often seen in paintings of the Anchorage and 
in front of the Hongs at Canton. The descriptions of the 
dollar boats vary according to the tastes of the traveller. 
Some malign them for being creaky and slow, having often to 
stop at check points along the river and taking six to eight 
hours from Whampoa to Canton. Others found them a 
delightful, relaxing mode of travel and an excellent oppor- 
tunity to observe life along the river. The dollar boat was 
manned by six to eight rowers, who had a heavy pull to get 
the vessel to Canton against the tides. Tiffany says: 

The boats . . . are shaped much like the gon- 
dolas of Venice, a platform stretches out in front, on 
which the men sit and work their oars, while on the 
rising stern stands the master at his heavy scull. You 
descend a foot from the level of the bow and are in a 
pretty apartment with seats on three sides . . . you 
can lie down . . . the little room is often decorated 
with pictures of birds and flowers, carved work, or 
gilded sentences of Chinese lore. It has glass sashes to 
shield off the wind and green blinds to hide the sun. 


On the Pearl River to Canton, an observer such as Tiffany 
saw any number of vessels which were an everyday sight to 
the native: the prawn boats, long and narrow, with the fisher- 
men far aft. Going along the muddy sides of the river, they 
shot the bow onto the flats and, carefully walking to the bow, 
extracted the life of the mud flats from its habitat. The duck 
boats had flocks contentedly paddling about them by day, 
penned on board by night. There were lumber boats laden to 
the waterline, salt barges, foreign vessels from Manila, Siam 
and sometimes Japan, swiftly passing the Fanqui observer. 
The passenger boats, one of which is depicted in the Peabody 
Museum’s fine Lamqua, were loaded to the gunwales with 
the native population and constantly plied the river. 

These passenger boats, such as the lower 
Chinese use in their frequent journeys to Macao and 
Hong Kong afford an illustration of the swarming 
nature of the Chinese population [Tiffany says]. 
They are literally crammed inside and out with speci- 
mens of the human form devine, laughing . . . and 
amusing themselves . . . They all start from one 
point at the upper part of the city; regular passports 
are furnished . . . each man takes up very little room 
and carries very little baggage. Many preferring the 
open air, sit on deck. 
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The flower boats so often depicted in carved ivory models 
and port paintings aroused considerable curiosity among 
river travellers such as Tiffany. They knew their purpose well, 
but were also aware that the flower boats were forbidden to 
the Fanqui. 

And here, in a large and beautiful green and 
golden barge is the sound of music, and between the 
silken curtains we may descry some of those painted 
Jezebels from whom no soil is free. [Their] accommo- 
dation barges are the most commodious and splen- 

did of the pleasure boats. Many of them are of great 

size, curiously carved and gilded, containing suits of 

beautiful and luxurious rooms. Many of the [Chinese] 
merchants coming down . . . annually with their 
chop of teas, occupy these barges with attendants 
and live in a very elegant style . . . a dozen of the old 
staid merchants and pursers . . . betake themselves to 
one of these flower boats . . . not always with the 

most virtuous female society, and leave the city for a 

fortnight. 

Downing broke the larger craft of the river into two 
categories, those with an “eye” and those without. The 
former were always seagoing and the latter used only on in- 
land waterways. The merchant junks and men-of-war were 
considered (by the Fanqui) to be large and unwieldy, sitting 
high in the water and very susceptible to loss at sea in the 
trade with Japan, Manila and Batavia. Some of these vessels 
were 800 to 1000 tons. They were of great height fore and aft 
and lacked a real prow. “The two ends of the vessels rising 
high above the water are painted with ferocious dragons,” 
relates Tiffany. “. . . the sterns are decorated with five or six 
brilliant flags and gay streamers flaunt from the masts. Along. 
the quarter galleries are ranged the heavy pikes shod with 
iron.” The holds were divided into watertight compartments, 
an invention not then used in Europe or America. The 
vessels were flat bottomed, with no keels. 

Downing notes that 

The bulwarks are very high and passing up the 
side of the poop and stern, are closed by boards form- 
ing taffrails, but when they have to run forward ter- 
minate abruptly at the front part of the forecastle so 
that the bows appear open, representing the gaping 
mouth of an animal the eyes of which are on either 
side. On the bow is painted the eye. 

Tiffany adds that 

The rudder is . . . enormous . . . pierced with 
holes . . . to allow it to swing more readily, and by... 
ropes and pulleys, can be hoisted entirely out of the 
water ... the sails are of matting, stretching on bam- 
boo poles . . . The bow and stern are round at the 
water’s edge, as the old models of a Dutch galliot ... . 
These vessels are easily identified in port and river scenes, 

the watercolors of Tinqua in the Peabody Museum’s collec- 
tion, and a number of wooden models. They had three or 
four masts, slanting forward and backward. The sails were 
matting except the mizen topsail, generally of blue nankeen. 
The sails of these awkward looking vessels were somewhat 
square and ribbed with crossed bamboos. 

The China Traders, although uncertain of the seaworthi- 
ness of such cumbersome vessels were quick to describe their 
beauty of ornamentation. Downing reports that “in the 
larger ones a great variety of colors is preferred, on different 
conspicuous parts, characters used in writing are painted . . . 
(and) the whole of the stern is covered with hideous grinning 
countenances of men and imaginary animals.” On the sails 


were often inscriptions to denote the owner, and black pat- 
ches at corners to denote the port of departure. 

In contrast to the merchant junks the men-of-war were 
smaller. Most 9f the hull was painted black with large white 
artificial painted ports. The guns were swivels on deck, 
covered with flags and ornaments. The actual weapons used 
were swords and bamboo poles with iron pikes. Shields were 
painted with monsters and ogres and when not in use hung 
along the outside of the vessel. The Peabody Museum has 
several good models of this type of vessel. Since they generally 
hovered around the Boca Tigris they are often represented in 
the port scenes of that area. 

Downing considered the Mandarin boats the most 
beautiful of all the river craft. 

It appears like a delicate insect upon the surface 

of the water . . . the rice paper which is brought over 

to this country from China frequently has these 

boats represented upon it... yet they hardly do 

them justice! 
Tiffany adds that 
The mandarin boats are the most beautiful of all 

the Chinese shipping, long and sharp . . . They are 

about as useful as Uncle Sam’s . . . revenue cutters, 

and bear the same rakish appearance. 

The upper parts were painted ultramarine blue while the 
lower parts were white. Oval ports in the blue part were 


painted red within. From each port came a long white oar, as 
many as thirty a side, laid back against the sides when not in 
use. The deck was of highly polished wood. Pillars toward the 
rear supported a slanted roof painted red and gilded at the 
edges. The ceiling was painted with fanciful designs. 

In extremes of heat or cold the roof was covered with 
straw matting, “supported by a long ridge pole (from bow to 
stern)” relates Tiffany, “admirably fitted to protect her crew 
from the scorching sun.” Triangular mat sails hung on two 
masts surmounted with tapering sticks topped with balls, and 
hung with flags at regular intervals. The Mandarin boat car- 
ried swivel long guns covered with fringes, flags, and orna- 
ments. Bamboo pikes and ornamented shields hung over the 
quarters as on the men-of-war. 

The smuggling boats were called centipedes because of 
their many oars. Unpainted, of a brown color except for 
yellowish sails, they much resembled their nemesis, the man- 
darin boat, whose job it was to pursue them. These boats the 
constant curse of the river, similarly carried pikes and a few 
plain shields. 

To the China trader, The Pearl River was a neverending 
background for a glittering parade of exotic vessels whose like 
had never been seen in the West. Luckily the traders’ great 
interest in the Chinese vessels has left us with vivid descrip- 
tions, wonderful models in wood, ivory, and silver, oil paint- 
ings of the rivers and ports, illustrated books, and countless 
watercolors of the vessels on paper and pith.
